Weisfaerg, 1 want you to know how much 1 respect your work 
concerning the assassinat i on. It has taken a lot of courage and 
commitment on the part of you and, I’m sure, your wife to 
continue your work in the face of so many obstacles. 

If you would be willing to bear with me for a few minutes, I 
would like to tell you about my interesit in the assassination. I 
was just past my 11th birthday when it happened and it made a 
tremendous impression on me. Later I cpuld not understand why 
there was so much mystery surrounding the circumstances of the 
assassinat ion and I have spent a good bi t of my spare time over 
the years studying it. It was your book "Whitewash I" that first 
made me realize that there were seri ous doubts about what rea 1 1 y 
happened in Dallas and why. 

I did not become really serious about it until several months 
ago when two events happened. First, Oliver Stone’s crews filmed 
part of his new movie on the assassinat ion here in Clinton. This 
brought out several of the people who had testified at the 
Garrison t rial, who began telling their stories to people all 
over again. 

Second, coincidental ly, I was working on the publication of a 
book of church minutes at the time. I have published several 
books of records of interest to genealogists and historian over 
the last 1& yeans-, and about 1 1 /£ years ago I was proud to get 

the opportunity of transcribing the minutes of an old Baptist 
church about 30 miles north of here fin Mississippi) called 
Ebenezer Baptist Church. Founded in 180&, it is one of the 
oldest continuously— operating churches of any denomination in 
Miss- An additional incentive is that one of my ancestors, 
Solomon Morgan, was a member of the church in 1S09.

Well, it turns out that John Oswald had a son Robert Edward Lee 
Oswald whose son was Lee Harvey Oswald. What this means is that 
Clay Shaw* s father and Lee Harvey Oswald's grandfather were 
member's of the same church at the same time. To me, this put an 
interesting new slant on the relationship between Lee Oswald and 
Clay Shaw as propounded by Jim Garrison, 

I am on vacation frow my job for the next two weeks, and I am 
pi awning to do research to write an article concerning Shaw, 
Oswald, and a remterview of the Garrison witnesses here in 
Clinton. Several have indicated that iif they are physically able 
they will be glad to do taped interviews with me,
